We suggest to customers who depend on us for their supply of 
either of the above for spring planting, the importance of securing 
sufficient for their wants in good season, as indications at present point 
to great scarcity before the planting season is over.

FOR GREEN FODDER CROPS.

Seeds grown from stock not properly selected, and without proper attention, to make 
them Low-jriced or Cheap, are hazardous things to touch: we neither buy nor sell 
them, believing that it is only the dest that are the cheapest, and that the dest only 
should be used. In this connection, however, we wish it distinctly understood that, 
although exercising our greatest care in the selection of all the seeds offered, 

NONE ARE WARRANTED. 

We are obliged to assume this position with all varieties, even with the choicest 
stock, as there are so many causes of failure over which we have no control, and 
which we cannot be responsible for, such as imperfect planting, unsuitable condition 
of the soil, workings of worms and insects, too hot manures, botanical changes of 
crossed varieties, etc., either or all of which are quite possible to occur— while at the 
same time it would be utterly impossible for us to account for its occurrence. Condi- 
tions, also, need to be considered. Instances are not wanting where seed from the 
same lot, planted under different conditions, and in different situations, has resulted 
in crops so unlike, that unless known, the relationship would not be suspected. So, 
too, with Seed Stocks, which throughout their entire season of bloom are constantly 
in peril of mixture from pollen deposited by bees and winds from unlooked-for quar- 
ters. Flower Seeds, especially, are totally unfitted for guaranty, the varieties of which 
are continually sporting, and from which habit are derived some of the finest sorts; 
also the double varieties which spring from the sizgle. These, especially the latter, 
even the most carefully grown and selected, are liable to produce more or less szzg/e 
flowers, ard with variations in color. It is also well known to experienced growers 
that, in the production of double flowers, some varieties, with the most careful fecun- 
dation, cannot be expected to produce more than 20 per cent. of flowers that are in 
reality double. It is thus plain to be seen that, however proper and right it is that war- 
rant and guaranty attach to manufactured articles, the same cannot reasonably be ap- 
plied to seeds. The fact should not be overlooked or forgotten, that in the production 
of seeds, the Seedsman is but an agent; that, from the planting of the stock which is 
to produce a future crop of seed, until the harvest, he is powerless to control it—he 
can neither make it nor know how it is made. If he has planted good stock, and ina 
manner to avoid mixtures of varieties by a wide separation of them, he has good 
reason to believe that the new seed will prove like the seed planted, but he cannot 
know positively until a crop is produced from it, and then if not like the original seed 


he knows not, and cannot account for the difference, and he cannot in reason be 
expected to be responsible for it. We nevertheless make it a rule never to sell or 
allow to be sold from our establishment seeds of any kind or qu lity, attached to 
which is a doubt that they are otherwise than as we recommend them, or that we 
would not plant in full confidence were they required for our own use.

The Cultivation of Flowers is a pleasant pastime, which should not be 
neglected by any person who has a plot or a piece of ground at his or her disposal, that 
is available for the purpose, for, whether coming from the little corner patch, the cir- 
cles in the lawn, or the garden of an acre, their brilliant and varied colors all con- 
tribute to the attractiveness and pleasantness of home, besides proving in many 
instances a source of profit. Successful culture, however, depends much on various 
circumstances. While in some locations their culture, owing to the peculiar adapted- 
ness of the soil, climate, and other favorable conditions, is of the simplest character, 
in others itis quite the reverse, and success is attained only by care, skill, and close 
observation on the part of the cultivator. But in this close watching day by day, the 
true lover of flowers finds the greatest pleasure, constantly gaining information, and 
storing up knowledge which, in succeeding years, will render success almost a certainty. 

For the assistance of beginners and others but partially familiar with the culture 
of Flowers, we offer very briefly a few important 


SUGGESTIONS TO BE REMEMBERED. 


The supposition should not be entertained for a moment that the purchase of a 
few seeds and the placing of them in the ground, without regard to season, or charac- 
ter of the soil, is alt that is necessary to insure an abundance of flowers. 

Those who are not experienced should, as a general rule, confine their selections of 
varieties to the free growing Annuals, such as Asters, Balsams, Stocks, Petunias, 
Candytuft, Phlox, Zinnia, etc., and venture but cautiously with varieties requiring 
delicate culture, until the habits and requirements of such are fully understood. 

In the selection of seeds for planting, as it takes as much time and attention to 
grow flowers that are poor as those that are good, it is true economy to select the 
best ; for, the finer and more beautiful the varieties chosen, the greater the pleasure 
derived in the season of bloom. 

A good mellow loam, slightly sandy, is the best for most varieties of flowers. 
Soils so sandy that moisture is retained with difficulty, or one that will bake easily 
soon after being wet, or that is retentive of moisture so as to become sodden, are 
unsuitable; but if there is no alternative, and such must be used, then more care 
becomes necessary in planting the seed, in attention while germinating, and in the 
after culture of the plants. 

Seeds of Flowers are in general small and delicate, many nearly as fine as dust. 
It can be readily seen how very slender must be the little hair-like sprouts from these 
diminutive seeds, and how surely they must fail to grow, if roughly planted, or 
planted in soil as dry as ashes, or in soil coarse and lumpy, or covered an inch or more 
in depth, or in soil hard underneath, or beat down by rains and firmly crusted on top. 
A little observation on the part of the cultivator will show how carefully they must 
be planted, and how gently covered with soil. It isonly necessary, with many of these 
finest, to scatter them on the surface, the ground having been previously made light, 
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and the whole gently and carefully pressed afterwards. Ifthe weather is hot and dry, 
cover with a light mat until germination takes place. Too early planting in the open 
ground while it is cold is a prolific source of trouble, and is to be avoided. Seeds thus 
planted are extremely liable to fail to germinate ; or, should they start, the plants at 
best grow feebly, linger along, and finally drop off one by one, until another planting 
becomes necessary, causing much eare, loss of time, and with no further advancement 
than if the planting had been deferred until the soil had become mellow and warm. 

If early flowers are wanted, start the seeds in the house or in a hot-bed, where 
they can grow until the weather and ground are warm, and then plant them outin the 
garden ; but care is requisite while in the house or hot-bed, particularly the latter, 
that the heat is not so great as to injure the seed, or afterwards to burn the plants by 
failure to give sufficient air. 

Beginners in Flower Culture should procure some good and reliable treatise on 
gardening, to assist them at the outset, and afterwards improve on the information 
obtained by their own experience. ; 

Flowers are classified as Annuals, Biennials, Perennials, supplemented by varie- 
ties requiring Greenhouse culture. 

Annuals grow from the seed, bloom, and perish in one season. Some half- 
hardy varieties of longer duration are classed with annuals, as they succeed treated 
as such. 

Biennials, from the seed, generally bloom the second year and then die. Some 

few varieties, if planted early, bloom the first year. 
Perennials, from the seed, bloom the second year, and every year thereafter, 
some perishing after three or four years, while others continue indefinitely. 

Seeds of Annuals may generally be expected, under favorable conditions, to ger- 
minate in ten to twenty days. 

Perennial varieties are uncertain, some of the varieties remaining in the ground 
for a long time before starting into growth. Experiments have proved that some have 
thus remained for a year from planting, and then come up thickly and made a strong 
growth. Purchasers of these should not make haste to complain of the quality of the 
seed, but should make all due allowance for the habits of the varieties. 

The following list, which has been prepared with much care, embraces the choicest 
species and varieties in cultivation —for the most part those that have been thor- 
oughly tested and have proved valuable ; while some varieties of recent introduction, 
promising well, have been included in the list.

Of summer flowering plants the Dahlia is one of the best, and justly termed the 
glory of the autumn garden. Being tender, the planting should be deferred until the 
weather has become settled and warm in spring, and the roots taken up before frosts 
set in, in autumn.

If too strong, more water should be added. If too weak, gradually add more soap 
until strong enough to kill the Insects without injuring the Plants.
